A holiday from school ended 
tragically 
for 
two 
Morrisviil 
families yesterday, when two young 
cousins wert killed by a westbound 
express train. 
The boys. David Carl Lee. age 8. 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Floyd Lee, 147 
Philadelphia avenue and Richard 
Thomas Poland, age 5, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Donald Poland. 72 Harri­ 
son avenue, were playing with 
Richard's brother, George, aged 7, 
along the tracks at the rear of the 
Robertson Mfg. Co., Morrisville. 
The boys. who did not have to 
attend school because of tbs Backs 
County Teachers Institute, were 
picking up seat checks that had 
been thrown from passing trains. 
The train's engineer, C. H. Mc­ 
Cullough stopped the train as soon 
as bs aa# the youngster#, bat not 
before David and Richard were h it 
They were killed instantly, accord­ 
ing to Deputy Coroner William L. 
Goldfarh. 
The third boy, George Poland, 
was Injured and ran home crying. 
Chief John 8. Davis, was in the 
neighborhood of the Poland home 
at the time of the accident He 
brought the yonngstbr and a rela­ 
tive hack to tho scone. 
Charles J. Leslie, brakeman 
the 14-car train was in the ninth 
car from tho front when the boys 
were struck. He told police that all 
the brakes went on and the lights 
went oat at the time of the accident 
However, he did not kno r what had 
happened until he left the train 
to investigate.

One aciologist observes that 
the practice of saying "grace” or 
giving thanks at mealtime is 
gradually disappearing from the 
American home. I am not at all 
anre that he la right. But I won­ 
der how long it has been since 
your family thanked God for Hts 
provision and care?

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20, (INS)— 
A spokesman .aid today that absen­ 
ces without leave In the Army de­ 
creased nearly 31 per cent follow­ 
ing a policy of .hipping AWOL 
soldiers overseas. 
The spokesman said the AWOL 
rate from January to June of this 
year was 30.S per cent lower than 
it was for the same period of 1952 
and that 6.900 soldiers were sent 
overseas in the first six months of 
1953 after the returned from un­ 
authorized leaves. 
It was reported that there has 
also been a drop of about 31 per 
cent in the Army’s desertion rate.

What Happened 
To Traffic Plan? 
Plavin Question 


Absence of Action 
Is Disappointing 
To Businessman 


One more voice has been added 
to those who are asking what h ts 
happened to the traffic survey that 
was published in THE COURIER 
a little over a year ago, 
Leon Plavin, Mill street business­ 
man, said today: 
"I am terribly disappointed that 
no action has been taken on that 
fine and complete survey. In my 
opinion, the entire town revolves 
around the commercial center, to 
some extent. 
If the commercial 
center is dead, then the town will 
be dead.” 
Drafted Tear Ago 
The survey, to which Plavin re­ 
ferred, was drawn up about a year 
ago by Engineer S. H erbert Taylor 
and published in THE COURI EH 
The recommendations were divided 
into three groups: those that would 
require little money, those that 
would Involve a large expense of 
money by the borough and those 
which would be financed, at least 
in part, by the state. 
The 
recommendations 
included 
the establishment of more one-way 
streets, building of several clover­ 
leaves and overpasses, and rerout­ 
ing 
and 
rebuilding 
to

traffic congestion on Mill street.
